A friend writes the JOURNAL as fol- 


lows from San Fraflcisco • 


A goldbug in argument with me to- 


day insisted that silver now occupies 
the same position relatively witb gold 
that it did before the passage of the 
act of 1873. Will you kindly explain 
the difference and why it is refused at 
the mints for coinage ? I am for silver 
16 to 1,33 I was for freedom against 
slavery. 


In 1791 the United States mint WPS 


established. 
The 
constitution 
em- 


powers Congress " to coin money aud 
regulate the value thereof." By virtue 
of that authority Congress made the 
silver dollar of 371J4 grains of fine sil- 
ver the unit of value, aad the words, 
"One dollar or unit—One hundred 
cents," were stamped on the coin. 
Under that aad subsequent coinage 
aots up to 1873 silver was accorded the 
same privileges as gold at the mint. A 
person depositing a bar of fine silver at 
the mint received its value in coins at 
the rate of $1 2929 per ounce, less 
charges of mintage. Silver dollars were 
a legal tender for all debts public and 
private, in fact the silver dollar was 
the unit of value 


The act of February 14, 1873, pro- 


vided that the silver coins of the 
United States shall be a trade dollar, a 
half-dollar, a quarter-dollar and a 
dime, which said coins shall be legal 
tender at their nominal value for any 
amount not exceeding five dollars in 
auy one payment, and closed the mints 
to silver. This eliminated the stand- 
ard dollar from the list of silver coins 
and limited the legal tender power of 
such coins to flve dollars. A subse- 
quent act demonetized the trade dollar 
and by order of the then Secretary of 
the Treasury—John 
Sherman—trade 


dollars were not receivable for any 
dues and a person could not buv s 
postage stamp with a bushel of them. 


In 1878 Representative Bland of Mis- 


souri introduced a bill to restore the 
coinage of silver, and that bill passed 
the House of Kepresentatives. The 
Senate amended the bill by striking 
out the free coinage clause and provid- 
ing for the coinage of not less than 2,- 
000,000 nor more than 
4,000,000 of 


standard dollars monthly. The House 
refused to concur in the Senate amend- 
ments, and a conference committee of 
the two Houses was appointed and 
agreed upon the Standard Dollar Act 
of 1878. Mr. Hayes vetoed the bill and 
it was passed over his veto. 


The great differences between the 


act repealed in 1873 and the act, of 1878 
are these: Under the act repealed in 
1873 the mint coined silver for deposit- 
ors and silver dollars were a legal 
tender for all debts public and private. 
Under the act of 1878 the coinage of sil- 
ver was limited and the Government 
purchased all the silver it coined and 
silver dollars were made a legal tender 
for all debts when not otherwise speci- 
fied in the contract. The act of 1873 
made silver, which prior to that time 
had a coinage value of $1 29 per ounce, 
a merchantable commodity subject to 
market fluctuations. Since then it has 
sold as low as 58 cents per ounce and 
foreign nations buy it and give it a 
coinage value of $1 33 per ounce.

In 


189-i Gates, the Democratic candidate 
for Governor, was credited with 110.B65 
votes, and Kolb, the Populist candi- 
date, with 83,283 votes. 
The Populists 


alleged fraud, claimed that Kolb v?as 
counted out and for a while trouble 
was imminent, but Oates was inaugu- 
rated. 
Now the Populists olaim IK ces- 


sions to their rauks from the Demo- 
cratic party and expect with the aid of 
the Republicans to cnrry the State nex 
Monday.

Since then a great 
mass meeting has been held in the city 
to condemn the rascality of the major- 
ity of the Board of Supervisors, and 
new evidence of corruption has been 
discovered. Supervisor Taylor, who is 
not a member of the ring, has given the 
grand jury a clue which is being fol- 
lowed up and may lead to evidence, 
which will warrant the indictment of 
every member of the boodle gang. 


Mr. Taylor is quoted as saying that a 


leader in m big corporation told him he 
had paid money to the boodlers to pre- 
vent them from ruining his business, 
aad that he can prove that they accept- 
ed bribes. 


The " golid Seven," when fixing rates 


for the Spring Valley Water Company, 
valued the company's property at $21,- 
650,000. When the same seven valued 
the property for assessment purposes 
they placed it at $3,820,285. The Mar- 
ket Street Railway System, whose stock 
is at par, and valued at $17,500,000, is 
assessed for taxable purposes at $5,- 
851,225 by the "Solid Seven," who re- 
duced the valuation of the assessor. 


Small corporations aud property 


holders are assessed at about the full 
value of their property, and the super- 
visors never think of reducing their as- 
sessments, as they ore not paid money 
to do so.

Fnmcisoo and the grand jury, which 
presented the "Solid Seven" for re. 


Francisco. No cause is known for the 
suicide. 


There are 11,000 special internal rev- 


enue taxpayers in Collector Wellborn's 
district, California. Thursday, 1,100 of 
the number had not paid. The tax is 
due Jane 1st, but they usually get 
thirty day's grace. That time haa ex- 
pired and delinquents will have to pay 
50 per cent additional. 


The Missouri State Populist Conven- 


tion declared for a National issue of 
Government money direct to the peo- 
ple, without the intervention of banks, 
sufficient to do the business of the 
country on a cash basis, and made re- 
ceivable for all debts, dues and de- 
mands, public and private, and for the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver 
and gold at the ratio of 16 to 1. An ad- 
dress and a proposition to fuse was 
adopted by a vote of 637 to 132

'bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
1 wave to cross the continent from July ( 
29lh to August 2d, and August 4th to I 
8tb. 
i 


Iho next will reach the Pacific 


Coast about the 9tb, cross the west of 
the Rookies country by the close of the 
10th, the Great Central valleys llth to 
I3tb, and the Eastern. States 14th. 


This storm will be of more than usual 


force, particularly in the Great Central 
valleys, and will take a northern route, 
causing high temperatures iu northern 
and middle latitudes preceding the 
storm center, and a radical change to 
cooler immediately following. 


The warm wave will cross the West of 


the Rockies country about the 9tb, the 
Great Central valleys the lltb, and the 
Eastern States the 13th. Cool wave 
with a fall of 20 degrees or more, will 
cross the West of the Rookies country 
about the 12th, the Great Central val- 
leys the j;l4th, and the Eastern States 
the 16th. 


The week, August 1st to 7th inclusive 


will average above normal in the north, 
ern parts of the Great Central valleys 
and about the upper lakes; about or 
below normal in the southern parts of 
the Great Central valleys; below in the 
South Atlantic States and above in the 
north Atlantic and upper lake States; 
above on the north Pacific slope and 
above on the southern Pacific slope. 


A series of severe storms on land and 


sea will run through the remainder of 
1896. 
The worst of these will occur not 


far from August 12th, September 9th, 
October 8tb, November the 1st or 7th, 
and December 5th and 29th. 


Particulars of these storms will be 


given in later bulletins. 
About the 


dates given will occur the worst weather 
of the year, including all kinds of dis- 
turbances, from _the tornado to the 
blizzard. 


Watch these bulletins for the fore- 


casts to the kind of stoi ms each month 
will bring. 


PROF. BIOELOW'S DIFFICULTIES. 


I admire Professor Bigelow for his 


persistent efforts to make magnetism 
and meteorology fit the same moM. 
The trouble with him is that he is try- 
ing to do the right thing by a wrong 
plan of work based on a mistaken 
theory. 


Besides the serious error into which 


he has fallen in taking the sun as the 
source of magnetic variations the tele- 
graph and trolley wires are giving him 
immense trouble. 
I am not denying 


that the sun is the great dynamo of the 
solar system, the great source and cen- 
ter of magnetic power, 
immensely 


greater than all tho planets combined, 
but I affirm that the variation s in that 
great force come from planetary in- 
fluences and not from local causes in 
the sun's constitution as held by Prof. 
Bigelow. 


If the sun's magnetic force was per- 


manently a hundred times greater than 
it now is that would have nothing to 
do with the changes in our weather be- 
cause it is only the variations from the 
average force that can affect our earth 
and atmosphere. 


A great enough increase in the mag- 


netic forces would evaporate all the 
waters out of the oeean and sonrround 
the earth with permanent cloud belts 
like those of Saturn, Venus, Jupiter, 
etc,, through which the suns rays could 
never penetrate to the earth. That 
would not stop the rain and snow and 
wind and storms, for the small varia- 
tions in the magnetic forces, caused by 
planetary influences, would continue 
to bring condensations and evapora- 
tions. 


The magnetic station at San Antonio 


suspended work, leaving only those at 
Washington and Toronto upon whose 
records of magnetism Prof. Bigelow 
could base his calculations. 


Then it was found that the eleotrio 


wires were interfering with the sun's 
magnetic influences 
on the earth. 


Professor Bigelow says that the ver- 
tical magnetic forces are 
seriously 


aJeoted three miles from the electric 
wires, and that, to some extent, the 
influence of the currents on these 
trolly wires is felt twenty miles away. 


Is it not strange that electric cur- 


rents on a telegraph or trolley wire can 
affect the magnetic currents from the 
sun and still the great planet Jupiter, 
admitted generally to be a magnet, can 
have no influence on the sun's mag- 
netic forces at the earth? 


These orthodox scientists are weav- 


ing a web for their own destruction. 
They will be forced to come to my 
theory, but they will do this in a way 
that will give them the credit of find- 
ing the true theory of the forces that 
govern the universe. 


Because of the interference of the 


electric wires with the vertical mag- 
netic force Bigelow has concluded to 


vertical and depend wholly 


on the horizontal and direct magnetic 
forces. The direct is that which comes 
with the sun's rays, the horizontal is 
that which pushes the earth around 
the sun.

Tlie Reno Wheelmen and Cyclists of 


Town Present » Magnificent Pageant. 
Last night Reno presented a scene 


'almost equaling in magnificence the 
late carnival parades at Loa Angeles 
and Santa Oruz. The occasion was a 
grand lantern parade on bicycles under 
the auspioes of the Reno Wheelmen. 
For days past the boya have been hard 
at work planning and building floats 
and decorating their wheels with pretty 
designs 
Other cyclists were invited to 


participate and they also tried to vie 
with the wheelmen in original ideas 
and pretty effects. 


Long before 8 o'clock the 
main 


streets were crowded with spectators, it 
being estimated that over 3,000 people 
viewed the parade. As soon as dark- 
ness came the various transparencies, 
Chinese lanterns- and torches were 
lighted up, and as the silent steeds 
skimmed along the streets with the 
many colored lights to the place of 
rendezvous the crowds of people were 
kept on the qni vive of anticipation. 


Promptly at 8 30 Al. Helmold, the 


Chief of the Wheelmen, had the bugle 
sounded and with the assistance of his 
aides the line was formed with military 
precision. The procession formed on 
Sierra street, and at a signal moved up 
Sierra to Commercial Row, to Virginia 
street and counter-marched at the 
Court-house back on Virginia to Com- 
mercial Row, thence east to Lake to 
Plaza, and after passing through some 
of the streets in the Western Addition 
marched to Sierra and disbanded. 


It was one of the most novel and 


beautiful sights ever Been in Reno. 
Over two hundred wheels wero in line 
and extended over five blocks. Hos- 
kins' band was on hand and rendered 
splendid music. 


Many of the floats were superb and 


expensive, and many of the riders were 
costumed in pretty and' appropriate 
dresses. 
A striking feature of the 


parade was th 3 number of ladies out 
dressed bacoiiimgly in bloomers, and 
they rode with an ease and precision 
that was graceful and attractive. Many 
of the floats received recognition aa 
they passed, in hearty applause from 
the onlookers. 


The big tandem float headed the line 


and the riders fired roman candles and 
colored lights as they proceeded, which 
added greatly to the effect. 


Transparencies bearing the inscrip- 


tions, " We are for good roads," " Our 
votes will count at the next election," 
" 16 to 1," " Reno Wheelmen," and other 
appropriate mottoes were strung along 
the line.

By far the handsomest and most 


elaborate 
float 
was the %ne de- 


signed by Dr. Phelps. It was circular 
in form and of tent shape, covered with 
lanterns of all sizes and colors, and as 
he rode along the street, by some in- 
genius arrangement, the whole concern 
circled or moved about him like a 
merry-go-'round. It was very large 
and its motion made it no easy job for 
the doctor to keep it up right. 


Altogether the parade was a grand
